Three Distinct Movements Looking 
Toward Combinations. 


The General Meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria—The Parks 
Pooling Plan Under Consideration Yet—The News 
Board Combination—Mills Which May Possibly 
Enter It—The Pulp Board Plan. 


The paper-box manufacturers who were in conference 
all last week at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel left town on 
Saturday and Sunday, very well pleased with the new 
co-operative scheme as putlined for them by John H., 
Parks, the promoter who is at present trying to bring them 
together. The board men all acknowledge that the adop- 
tion of the plan would be very advantageous to the three 
branches of the industry. 

The main feature of Mr. Parks’ plan consists of a pool- 
ing of all the interests involved. This means that the 
business of each mill or company would be allowed to go 
on precisely as at present conducted; the only difference 
being that all bills would be collected by the central office 
of the association formed for the purpose. Vouchers for 
all purchases of stock used at the mills are also to be sent 
to the head office. At the end of stated periods, according 
to the plan, the amount of expenditures for stock would 
be returned to each mill. Then at the end of the year 
each mill would receive its share of the balance in the 
treasury after the stock bills had been deducted. 

The amount which each mill .would receive is to be 
based upon its production. To determine this a very 
intricate scheme has.been devised which is said to be the 
result of painstaking endeavor to discover an equitable 
basis upon which the production of each mill might be 
figured correctly. Details of the proposed basis of reck- 
oning cannot be given with exactness, as the conferences 
of the manufacturers were secret. Still, in a general way, 
it can be said that the elements upon which production 
would be estimated are the drying capacity of the mills, 
their gregtest possible production per month and their 
usual production per month. These elements are to be 
added together and then divided by three for the purpose 
of striking an average. In connection with this plan, 
the absolute accuracy of which is not vouched for, many 
questions suggested themselves to the box-board manu- 
facturers. As conditions at no two of the mills are the 
same, it was considered quite natural that the plan proposed 
should cause a lot of discussion, which it did. The re- 
sult of the interchange of opinions on the subject, how- 
ever, is said to have been finally in favor of the plan, the 
manufacturers being persuaded of its justness. 

In regard to the main proposal of pooling their interests 
there was, as before stated, unanimity of opinion. Regard- 
less of this fact it is said that serious stumbling blocks to 
the successful carrying out of the pooling scheme de- 
veloped as the different branches of the industry were 
heard from. The principal dampener of the scheme came 
from the American Strawboard Company, so it is reported, 
when R. F. Newcomb, president of the company, stated 
to the assembled board manufacturers that his company 
already liad contracts for 100,000 tons of strawboard. The 
greater portion of these contracts are said to have been 
made at. old prices, the rest being taken at the present 
figures. 

As it is estimated that 100,009 tons is somewhere near 
the annual output of the American Strawboard Company, 
the inference is drawn that the American could not go 
into the pooling scheme right away. The reason for this 
is the alleged fact that the object of the pool is to advance 
prices from $5 to 10 per ton.’ If this is true, it can be 


seen that the American Strawboard Company could not 
benefit from the proposed advance for a long time. It is 
also clear that if the American went into the scheme ‘t 
would be helping all the board mills, that are not loaded 
down with orders, to make more money while 
the American itself would have to wait about a year to 
feel the beneficial effects of pooling 

Now, as a lot of opposition can spring up in a- year, 
especially in the shape of new strawboard mills, it is said 
that the “Parks Plan of Pooling” has at present certain 
disadvantages for the American Strawboard Company. 

Proposed Newsboard Combination. 

The manutacturers of newsboard are said to be quite

enthusiastic over the proposed Parks plan. 
represented in force at the Waldorf-. 
and are reported to have advocated the immediate adop- 
tion of the pooling scheme. 

It is said on good authority that the leading spirits in 
the National Board and Paper Company, however, are 
going ahead with their efforts to combine all the mills 
making newsboard. This they are doing regardless of the 
efforts of Mr. Parks to bring all the box-board manu- 
facturers together into a pool. 

So far, it is claimed that the promoters of the prospective 
newsboard combination have met with considerable suc- 
cess. Options on at least seven of the prominent mills 
have already been given, so it is reported, and promises 
have been made by the others that they will give options 
on their plants at reasonable figures if they can be assured 
that the money will be forthcoming to purchase their mills 
before the expiration of the options. This assurance, it 
is stated, has now been given. Consequently a favorable 
report of the progress made is expected in a short time. 
This report will probably not be made until after the audit 
committee appointed to look into the valuations of the 
mills has visited those that have given options. 

Speculation in regard to the future capitalization of the 
combination is placed at figures ranging between five and 
ten million dollars. The money for floating the proposed 
consolidation has been promised by prominent bankers 
who feel that the McEwan patent, tw:ce sustained by the 
courts, is a very valuable asset in itself. 

Speaking about the rumors of further litigation in regar 4 
to the patent, a board manufacturer said last week: “I 
hear that the National Board and Paper Company is apt 
to bring three suits right away for alleged infringement 
of the patent. One of the defendant mills is, I under- 
stand, to be the Falulah Paper Company, of South Fitch- 
burg, Mass. The suit against this company, however, will 
be brought on the grounds of an alleged infringement on 
filled newsboard, that is, on the lined newsboard. Now, 
such a suit, if followed to the judgment stage, would sim- 
ply decide the question whether the McEwan patent 
covers the filled boards having newsboard linings. In case 
of am adverse decision, the National Board and Paper 
Company would yet have its patent on the solid newsboard 
to fall back on.

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PAPER MARKET CONDITIONS. 


A Heavy Demand Continues to be the Feature—No Im- 
portant Changes—Prices Remain on a High Plane 
amd Tend Upward—Some Values Unsettled. 





Conditions ruling in the New York market are un- 
changed. There is yet difficulty in getting paper, most 
deliveries being slow, although in some cases product is 
coming forward promptly. 


Chicago Jobbers Believe Prices Will Advance. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Chicago, Dec. 11.—The condition of the paper trade in 
Chicago is good, but not as much so as it might be. It is 
certainly true that the volume of trade is not as heavy now 


-as it was some time ago—not as heavy in November as 


it was in October, and it has not increased any during 
December, if, in fact, it has not fallen off somewhat. 
Certain of the jobbers, from what I hear, continue to fill 
up warehouses, while others cannot see the advisability cf 
such a procedure. 

There is not much doubt in the minds of Chicago job- 
bers that prices will continue to advance, though many of 
them cannot see the cause of this, especially as trade has 
fallen off. There are many reasons for this, however. 
One of them was explained to me the other day by Peter 
G. Thompson, president of the Champion Coated Paper 
Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, who was visiting in this 
city last week, together with his wife. He said it was the 
next thing to impossible to secure bleach and certain other 
ingredients used in paper making. He pointed out the 
fact that most of the mills make yearly contracts for cer- 
tain raw materials, and that at the first of the year these 
contracts would call for nearly double the figures they 
called for last year. This being the case there is no likeli- 
hood of prices going very low again for a long time to 
come. Then the fact that paper stock continues to gu 
up is another cause for paper to continue to advance. 
Several grades of paper went up in price during the past 
week, and reports indicate that further advances may be 
looked for, WAYNE. 


Business Excellent in the Miami. 


(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, Dec. 12—Business in the trade continues 
excellent, with every prospect of a definite continuance. 
Those who felt a hesitancy a short time ago have been 
converted. They feel that they were laboring under a mis- 
apprehension of facts, and that the present roseate condi- 
tions are likely to become more ruddy as time progresses. 
Prices are firm, and, more too, they give evidence of ad- 
vancement within the next two weeks. The feeling is 
infectious. Nowhere can there be a better certainty of an 
improvement in prices than in the great Miami Valley. 

The increase in raw materials does not seem to be wor- 
rying the trade nearly as much as formerly, for the simple 
reason that better prices for the finished product are asked 
and have been received. Only one phase will enter seri- 
ously into the situation to make matters unduly grave— 
rain is needed. M. V. 


Prices Unsettled in Holyoke.

Sensational Advances in Canada. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Dec. 11—A steadily increasing demand for all 
lines of papers has, during the past year, paved the way 
for the sensational advances in prices which have just 
been announced here. Canada has grown during the past 
two years, and her consumption of paper, it is safe to say, 
has increased twenty-five per cent. during the past twenty- 
four months. This has steadied prices. The growth of 
paper mills would probably have balanced this increased 
consumption if affairs on your side of the line had re- 
mained normal. But your paper dealers have bought up 
our pulp, our fibre and our paper until we have a shortage 
in paper which is decidedly unusual, and which is causing 
much scurrying and a great deal of misgiving. I called 
on an envelope manufacturer this morning and found him 
preparing a circular withggawing all quotations. At the 


E. B. Eddy Company’s branch warehouse, I was informed 


that word had just been received from Hull that terms 
were to be changed at once from four months to three 
months, and discounts from three per cent. thirty days, to 
two per cent. thirty days and two and a half ten days. 
Previous to that, all the company’s prices had been with- 
drawn. The Canada Paper Company, the Toronto Paper 
Company and all the others have also withdrawn offers for 
future delivery. The Buntin-Reid Company did this by 
circular as far back as October 18. 

The shortage in paper is not inconveniencing the print- 
ers and publishers at present, so far as I can learn. How- 
ever, they are’ being troubled very much over future con- 
tracts which cannot be made except at advanced prices 
and closer terms. What these increased prices are is 
rather difficult to define in brief. Last week I outlined 
the advance in paper bags. Brown wrappings have gone 
up $10 a ton; manillas, $10 on low grades, and $20 on 
higher grades; news has advanced fully a quarter of a 
cent on small and medium lots, and an eighth on large 
contracts; envelopes from Canadian or English paper five 
per cent., and from United States paper twenty-five per 
cent.; coated, books, writing and cardboards have ad- 
vanced fully ten per cent. Econ. 


Fox River Prices Are Advanced. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Appleton, Wis., Dec. 11—During the past week some 
manufacturers in this valley have advanced prices of flat 
papers half a cent a pound. Other manufacturers are 
about to make advances. All of them believe that there 
are to be further advances before the first of the year. The 
market has reached such a condition that each mill feels 
able to act independently of the others in the matter of 
making prices. No concerted action is required. As has 
several times before been predicted in this correspondence 
the time is rapidly approaching when it will not be a 
question of price, but one of getting paper at any price. 
No sign of holiday dullness in business is to be discerned, 
Orders are coming in just as they have been doing, and 
if anything, somewhat stronger from week to week. 

At present prices manufacturers are not making as much 
money as they were making before any advance had been 
made, owing to the fact that the advanccs in the price of 
paper have not been proportionate to the, increased cost. 
This cost, moreover, is growing daily. There are no con- 
ditions in sight which would indicate that paper can get 
any cheaper. On the contrary, everything points toward 
a yet higher level for prices. The cost of production is 
constantly increasing. Practically all materials are ad- 
vancing. Wood pulp was never so scarce as it is at 
present, due not so much to the lack of water power or 
shortness of wood supply, as to the increased demand. 
Sulphite is also most difficult to get at any price. People 
who are looking for an easing of prices after the first of 
the year are going to be disappointed. Fox RIver. 


More Advances in Boston.

Saturday last dealers were advised by certain manufac- 
turers that card middlings would cost one-quarter of a 
cent more, this being the second raise in prices. 

Coated book papers have been pushed up another quar- 
ter of accent. No. 1 high-grade tissue is being quoted at 
sixty-five cents a ream, but as that grade is very scarce 
higher figures are likely to rule before the end of the 
week. : 

Conditions are such that quotations don’t count or hold 
good from day to day, and that uncertainty keeps jobbers 
guessing. That fact was brought to notice at the meeting 
of the Boston Paper Trade Association, held in this city 
last Wednesday, by some of the jobbers. They claimed 
that when manufacturers made a price on paper, the quota- 
tion ought to hold good for forty-eight hours at least— 
time enough to close the sale with the customer in hand. 

Manufacturers, however, are getting the same kind of 
treatment when they want to buy stock. A story is told 
of a paper maker who was in the market last week for a 
few tons of “shavings.” Correspondence had passed be- 
tween him and the paper-stock dealer, who quoted 2% 
cents. A few days later the manufacturer came to town to 
close the deal, but the price then was 2.65. He would not 
stand the raise and so concluded to look around. Well, 
he had his look and then returned to close the transaction 
with the aforementioned dealer, when he seemed more 
troubled than before. The price then was 2.85; Hut the 
manufacturer took the stock. 

Domestic paper stock is up from fifteen per cent. to 
twenty-five per cent. Folded news that was being offered 
a year ago at $3.75 a ton, with few buyers, is now being 
sold to lecal packers for $13 to $15 a ton. 

Importers say that the demand is good, and while prices 
are higher they will be more so, as stock is very scarce on 
the other side of the water, and foreign markets very firm.

PAPER MARKETS ABROAD. 


Facts Developed at the Meeting of the British Paper Makers’ 
Association—Increased Cost of Raw Materials 
—Fixing Prices in France. 

[Special Correspondence of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.} 
London, Dec. 6.—I have already referred to the meet 
ing of the British Paper Makers’ Association. It was 
held at Hotel Cecil on the 23d ult. No business of special 
importance was transacted, but it was the facts developed 
there that led to the notable advance in prices recorded in 
my last week’s letter. Leading paper manufacturers com 
pared notes, and the conclusion reached was the cost of 
making most papers had increased 20 shillings ($5) per 
ton, owing to the advance in the cost of coal, wood pulp 
and other materials. The fact that this greatly increased 
cost of production coincided with a sudden and large in- 
crease in the demand is what explains the rise in the price 

of paper in our markets. 

During this last week scarcity of water in Norway and 
Sweden has caused the makers of mechanical wood pulp 
to hold their product firmly at the advanced prices. Large 
quantities of chemical pulp were received from Sweden 
and some from Norway. The best brands appear to be 
well sold ahead, and the manufacturers are marking up 
prices. British consumers are holding off as much as pos- 
sible, hoping for a break in the market. 


Fixing Prices in France. 


The increase in the price of raw materials and paper was 
discussed at the meeting of the French Paper Makers’ As- 
sociation, held in Paris, on November 16. Particulars of 
their action are just received. The meeting divided itsel/ 
into six sections or committees, each of which was charge’! 
with the consideration of the question as it affected cer 
tain classes of makes. Thus section one dealt with news 
etc., section two with fine white and colored papers, and so 
on. The conclusions arrived at by the different sections 
were subsequently reported to the association in general 
meeting, and a circular to the trade was the result. This 
document sets out that it has been decided to abolish all 
discounts on paper and boards, but that interest on over 
due payments, or discounts on prepaid accounts, will be 
calculated at the rate of six per cent. per annum. This 
suppression of the customary discount will be adopted as 
a means of securing the advance in the case of the cheaper 
kinds of paper, but with better class makes, such, for in- 
stance, as those selling at more than $10 per cwt., as also 
in the case of all those makes in respect of which a dis- 
count has not usually been allowed, an advance in price 
will be made, to be regulated according to circumstances.

The Use of Wild Rice Straw in Paper Making. 
(rrom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Appleton, Wis., Déc. 11.—Several days ago an Oshkosh 
gentleman by the name of Baumann yisited this valley and 
exhibited to some of the paper manufacturers a fibre which 
he had succeeded in making from the stalks of the com- 
mon wild rice that grows rankly along many of the water 
courses in this neighborhood. Mr. Baumann stated that 
the fibre was produced by cooking the stalks for less than 
two hours. The material in appearance resembled sulphite 
and there was no question in the minds of those who saw 
it that it would make a very fine paper stock. The only 
difficulty that appeared in the prospective was the matter o/ 
harvesting a sufficient quantity of the wild rice. The har- 
vesting would have to be done while the plant was grow- 
ing in the water, and could only be done by boats. In 
winter when it would be possible to get to the crop on the 
ice, the life would be gone from the plant, and it was 
considered doubtful if it would then be of value.

mills together are, so it is reported, not meeting with very 
muck encouragement. This, it is claimed, is due to the 
proposition which Mr. Barstow has made to-the manufac- 
turers. According to Mr. Barstow’s plan, the manufac- 
turers are to receive nearly all their pay for their plants 
in stock of the proposed combination. The exchange of 
the absolute Ownership of their mills for blocks of stock 
in the projected consolidation is not wholly to the liking 
of these manufacturers. So it is predicted that the scheme 
of consolidating all the woodboard mills will not go 
through on the lines at preseftt laid down. 

The favorable aspect of Mr. Parks’ plan for pooling all 
the board interests of the country has tended to increase 
the difficulties in Mr. Barstow’s way. For the present it is 
confidently stated that nothing definite can be accom- 
plished toward forming a wood-pulpboard combination 
until the board manufacturers of the country take some 
final action in regard to the pooling proposition. 
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THE WATER AND COAL QUESTIONS. 


As a Rule Water Is Low and There Is No Relief—Coal Con- 
tinues Scarce and Prices Have Been Moved Upward— 
The Conditions in Various Sections. 





Reports received in this city show a continuance of low 
water in all paper-making centres, so that mills are yet 
embarrassed in running, there being a curtailment of prod- 
uct in almost all mills. Coal is not abundant, and some 
mills have been put to considerable trouble in getting 
supplies. 


The Situation in Chicago. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Chicago, Dec. 11—The water and coal questions go hand 
in hand with the scarcity of stock question to cause trouble 
to the mill men in the’ West. The small amount of rain 
that has fallen within the last. month tended to make the 
outlook brighter, only to cause the hopes of the mill men 
to be blasted. From the way it looks now the streams in 
the West will run short of the usual supply for some time, 
unless an unusual supply of rainfall occurs pretty soon. 
The question of coal gets worse every week, until it is now 
worrying nearly every paper manufacturer in the West. 

There is a peculiar condition over at Kalamazoo, Mich. 
It seems as though every time any manufacturer there 
wants to secure anything in a hurry, they apply at the 
asylum. The Bryant Paper Company recently run short 
on coal, and applied at the asylum for some, and even here 
they were so nearly out of coal that they would not allow 
any to be taken away. There are about a dozen strikes in 
the West among the coal miners, and this, together with 
the scarcity of cars, and the increased consumption, ail 
tend to make the condition worse. The price is double 
what it was a few months ago in this section. WAYNE.

Rain Wanted in the Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, Dec. 12—There is no doubt at all that 
serious complications in the trade will arise if rains do not 
soon relieve the situation. The Miami Valley may be fortu- 
nately situated and a half supply of water may be sufficient 
to run the mills under ordinary conditions, but the present 
stage of the Miami, Mad, Wolf and Stillwater rivers in 
this immediate vicinity is lower than for several years at 
this season of the year. The streams are almost stagnant, 
and are practically of little use to manufacturers. As feed- 
ers to canals and hydraulics they are a positive failure. 
What the mills of Middletown would do without the 
hydraulic is a problem. The Jacoby, the Wrenn, the Og- 
lesby and the Wardlow-Thomas, as well as the Tytus- 
Gardner are reliant—most of them entirely and some 
partially—upon the hydraulic and the Miami River, while 
the same is true of the Harding Paper Company’s plant 
(now American Writing Paper Company’s mill) at Frank- 
lin and Excello, the Friend plants at Carrolton, and the 
Sterling Paper Company’s mills at Hamilton, as well 
as others up and down the valley. 

There is not a superabundance of coal in this neighbor- 
hood. The scarcity of cars is still a potent factor, while 
the advance which was made last week is anything but 
pleasant fer mill men and manufacturers in general to con- 
template. In many establishments the supply of coal is 
running short, and the prospects for immediate replenish- 
ment are not in sight. With the demand for coal increas- 
ing at the rate of forty per cent., and the railroad facilities 
increased only to the extent of four per cent., which is an 
absolute fact, the condition may be appreciated somewhat. 
Low-water conditions and short coal supplies will play 
havoc with business if they exist simultaneously. Besides 
the increase of coal comes the word that a combine is 
purchasing all of the coal property in Central and Eastern 
Ohio, and that once these lands are entirely in the hands of 
the syndicate the price will jump still higher. M. V. 


Water Low and Coal Higher. 


Western Massachusetts Office, 
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Lew water and difficulty in keeping the mills supplied 
with a sufficient quantity of coal is still causing anxiety 
among the manufacturers in this section. The mills have 
managed to run this week on water, using only the amount 
specified in their contracts with the Water Power Com- 
pany. A prominent coal dealer said this week that in his 
opinion the scarcity of coal would continue till early in the 
spring, when ‘a majority of the contracts with the mills will 
have expired, and the coal men can get an increased price. 
Many mills have contracted for their coal in past years at 
a rate of $3.15 per gross ton, and some even lower. Manu- 
facturers have experienced some trouble in getting the coal 
men to fulfill their contracts, and in one case the contractor 

> 


has informed the mill that he would not carry out his con- 
tract. The American Writing Paper Company states that 
its mills are supplied with a sufficient quantity to keep 
them running from week to week, but some manufacturers 
outside the combination are not as fortunate, and have 
been obliged to resort to the use of any kind of coal that 
they can obtain. Prices are still advancing and manufac. 
turers who are obliged to go into the market this week will 
pay something like thirty cents per ton more than last 
week. Ferry. 


Fox River Power Conditions. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Appleton, Wis., Dec. 11—Water power on the Fox 
River continues favorable for this time of the year. The 
amount of water allowed for power by the Neenah & 
Menasha Water Power Company, remains at forty per 
cent. of the normal flow of the river. Mention was made 
last week of the action of the Government in permitting 
the drawing of water to a point eighteen inches below the 
crest of the Menasha dam. W. Z. Stuart, of the Water 
Power Company, informs me that the lével of water shows 
very slight recessions from week to week, and that the 
prospect is good for the use of forty per cent. of the river's 
flow throughout the winter. This quantity of water per- 
mits most of the mills to run their paper-making machin- 
ery without the assistance of steam, and a limited amount 
of ground wood can also be made by mills that are favor- 
ably situated. On the Wisconsin River the stage of water 
power is reported to be about the same as on the Fox, 
so that on the whole the water-power conditions in Wis- 
consin promise to be better this winter than usual. 

There is no particular change to be reported in the coal 
situation in this valley with the exception that prices are 
constantly hardening a little. There is still coal to be had 
at a price. The weather continues unusually mild for this 
time of the year, and no snow has yet been deposited.

Coal Scarce and High in Philadelphia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Philadelphia, Dec. 11.—Philadelphia’s paper mills are ex- 
periencing a decided difficulty in securing coal, and long 
waits and high prices, or short waits and excessive prices 
—not to mention short weights—are the rule. The scar- 
city exists in both hard and soft coal, but is particularly 
noticeable in the soft grades. This coal commands. a price 
of $2 per ton, and is getting it. If the mill man desires to 
have delivery insured he is taxed an extra half-dollar per 
ton. A number of the mills are mixing what soft coal 
they can secure with hard coal, and are by this makeshift 
enabled to carry on their operations. At the close of last 
week, coal men announced an advance in buckwheat of 
twenty-five cents; pea of forty cents, and in bituminous 
of fifty cents. Efforts of manufacturers to secure rebates 
have in the main been unsuccessful. Coal men say that 
the conditions which have led up to this scarcity and this 
rule of high price are unprecedented. There are great 
supplies waiting to be mined, and save for the Nanticoke 
region, where a great strike is pending, enough men to 
mine it. But there is a famine of cars. Local dealers are 
warning the trade that they cannot promise soft coal for 
the winter, and since they cannot supply it now, save at an 


uncertain delay, the lot of the mill man is not a happy

J. B. Ramsey & Son’s Property Returned to Them. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Philadelphia, Dec. 11.—In the Common Pleas Court 
to-day, there was issued a decree by which the assigned 
estate of J. B. Ramsey & Son, paper manufacturers, who 
recently assigned for the benefit of creditors, is placed 
back in their own control, and the recéiver discharged. 
Similar action has been taken by the Maryland Court, 
which has jurisdiction where the mill property of the 
firm*is located, Rising Sun. The petitions on which the 
decrees were issued are similar. They set forth that Ram- 
sey & Son are indebted to various persons in various sums, 
aggregating approximately $19,000, and that there are 
assets to meet these liabilities amounting to about $40,000. 
The paper then sets forth that practically all of the cred- 
itors have expressly agreed to the plan of having the con- 
trol of the property returned to the plaintiffs upon their 
promise to pay in full within one year. 

J. B. Ramsey said to-day: “We will continue as before 
the assignment. Our creditors are all with us and are dis- 
posed to accept our offer in the spirit in which it was 
made. 
number of the smaller claims for wages, etc., which were 
against us. As rapidly as we can we will wipe out all the 
others. Our mills are running night and day, and having 
fortunately on hand a large amount of stock, we feel able 
to promptly fill the many orders which are waiting for us. _ 
All our creditors will receive 100 cents on the dollar, and 
we desire to thank theni for past kindnesses.” FE. R. G.

LocaAL JOTTINGS. 


“If you want paper, I can make it QUICK,” is the 
postal-card announcement sent out last week by a manu 
facturer. Here is the exception that proves the rule with 
a vengeance! For who would have thought that there 
was a mill in the country that could turn out paper at 
short notice? Such a thing was not dreamed of in this 
market. Consequently the announcement comes as a great 
surprise to the trade. The result of it will, no doubt, be 
awaited with interest. One thing, however, can be settled 
by this manufacturer, and that is the actual selling value 
of certain grades of paper made up under conditions 
as they exist to-day. Current mill prices are supposed 
to be so largely speculative that it would be refreshing to 
know exactly how many dollars a pound of paper is really 
worth. 

* + - 

Speaking of advancing prices, the local manager of a 
large concern that uses paper and boards, said: “I'd like 
to know who pays these advances. I know we large con- 
sumers don’t stand for it. Why, only yesterday I received 
notice from our factory that a certain grade of boards had 
gone up ten per cent. That meant that I was to jump 
my prices just that amount, which I did. I suppose our - 
customers will do likewise after the advance reaches them. 
And I have no doubt but that the retailers follow suit. 
Now, the question is how can ‘the butcher, the baker and 
candlestick maker’ tack on a few pennies here and there 
so that the extra ten per cent. does not come out of their 
pockets. Well, I suppose that the political spellbinders 
will tell us all about it in the next campaign.” 

* * ” 

Just think of giving seventy per cent. off the list prices! 
That has been the custom, so it is said, of a certain indus- 
try which depends on paper for its raw material. Recently 
after a great struggle this trade agreed to lower this figure 
a bit by making it sixty-sixana two-thirds per cent., withan 
extra ten and five per cent. off on special “leaders.” Even 
this slight attempt to get back some of the advances on 
their raw stock which they had been paying, was not at 
first wholly successful. As the average increased cost of 
the grades of paper used was about thirty per cent., the 
insignificance of the change made is apparent. Last week 
notices of further advances in these grades were an- 
nounced, This, together with the two previous advances 
make it impossible for these manufacturers to sell at old 
figures and discounts. Speaking on the subject, one of 
them said: “The increased cost of paper was really a 
blessing in disguise.” 

- * * 

Freight rates are getting to be important items these 
days. This is so particularly in the foreign trade, as cer- 
tain exporters of paper know, to their loss. Transatlantic 
freight rates have advanced thirty per cent., and a further 
advance is expected to come any day. In fact the real 
difficulty is not one of rates, so it is said, but rather one 
of space, there being too few vessels to carry the goods. 
Rates to South Africa, Japan and Australia have doubled 
within a short time, while South Atlantic freight rates 
have gone up over 100 per cent. This means that the 
cost of transportation is a great deal more in many in- 
stances than the value of the merchandise. Occasional 
losses on this score can be put down on the profit-or-loss 
account, without much damage; but when you are under 
contract for a year to deliver goods and do not happen to 
be protected by a contract for low freight rates, these 
abnormal advances are simply maddening! It is rumored 
that heavy losses have come about recently in just this 
way. 

* * * 

Commission men and brokers who sell paper-box boards 
are a bit uneasy this week over the outlook in their line. 
They argue that the largely attended conferences of the 
board manufacturers held all last week do not forebode 
anything good to them. “Consolidations, trusts, combina- 
tions and pools never did a commission man any good,” 
so they say. Following out this idea they claim that the 
mills will not have to hustle for trade if they go into a 
pool, and for that reason they will no longer need them. 

et * * 

The farmer who sleeps while his crop grows is not in 
the same heaven at all with the paper man who ordered 
heavily last July. One of these very rare individuals was 
found last week. When seen he was smoking a good cigar 
contentedly, and had all the appearances of a man who ha:i 
a first mortgage on all the beatitudes that are coming 
to those whose souls are saved. Being asked how it 
happened that he was not like other paper men, he said: 


“Well, I placed large orders at the mills last July. The 


goods arrived in September. I put them all in the store- 
house and went right along with my business just as if 
I didn’t have them. Later when I think that the top notch 
of the market has been reached I shall unload. So far, I 
am safe, and judging from.present conditions, it looks 4s 
if the paper would stay where it is for months to come.”

The Austrian Rosin Size Manufacturing Company 
(Leopold Krarvany and Company), have acquired the sole 
right to use the Arledter patents for Austria-Hungary, 
and have erected large works for the manufacture of rosin 
size by this process, © 


A circular of the Russian Customs Department, dated 
3d October, notifies that as paper pulps prepared by 
chemical process mentioned in point 2, letter B of section 
176 of the Customs tariff, shall be recognized not only 
that of wood, but also those of all other substances, in- 
cluding those of straw and other fibrous matter worked 
by means of chemical reagents. 


There is no doubt a future before the paper-making 
industry in India; but it is a future that does not yet seem 
to be absolutely assured. During the past year the Bengal 
Government, in sympathy with the policy of encouraging 
indigenous manufactures, have partially substituted coun- 
try-made paper for the European article, and the result 
has been a net loss of some thousands of rupees. It is 
clear from this that the Stationery Departments of the 
Local Governments will have much to consider when plac- 
ing future orders.—Paper and Pulp (London). 


According to the Deutsche Zeitung, Count Henckel von 
Donnersnark has obtained the rights of a patented process 
for working celluloid into a soft material, which is destined 
to compete against textile manufactures. The Count, who 
is the owner of large wood-pulp works, intends to develop 
the process shortly. This material is said to cost less than 
two cents per yard, and Whole suits have already been ex- 
ported to China for less than ten cents. Other patents 
taken up by the Count refer to materials to replace furni- 
ture covers, etc. 


The arrangements to form a big company to control the 
principal Austro-Hungarian paper mills appear to be mak- 
ing very slow progress. The latest advices show that the 


Hungarian mills favor an independent combination for the 
regulation of production, so as to guard against any violent 
fluctuation in prices. It is therefore possible that they may 
separate themselves from the Austrian makers. Of the lat- 
ter, eight per cent. are in favor of the scheme that has 


been put before them. 


The recent fire at the Oughty Bridge Paper Mills, Eng- 
land, led to a keen competition between English and 
American machinery builders for the contract to replace 
the destroyed machinery. The contract for a large new 
paper-making machine was finally awarded to James 
Milne & Son, of Abbeyhill, Edinburgh. Paper and Pulp 
(London) says that before placing the contract the pro- 
prietor of the mills “went thoroughly into the compara- 
tive merits of American-made machinery, and inspected 
certain machines imported from the other side. His in- 
quiries, however, only served to convince him that he 
could do quite as well in the old country in finish and in 
high output of paper, and economize considerably in the 
power required to drive the machine. He is also of 
opinion that the Lumsden quick-speed driving train is 
superior to any other driving train he has seen, either 
in this country or America, for simplicity, ease of work- 
ing, and for the large economy of power effected, and he 
has accordingly placed himself unreservedly in Mr. Lums- 
den’s Hands.” 


Canadian Pulp Wood. 


Montreal, Dec. 11.—The coming winter promises to be 
one of unusual activity in getting out spruce timber for 
pulp in Canada. The year just closing has been profitable. 
The sales of Canadian pulp in Great Britain, Fgance, the 
United States and Japan have exceeded those of any pre- 
vious year, and would have been much larger if the capacity 
of existing plants had been greater. Some of those will at 
once enlarge. Others will be dissuaded by the present 
high cost of building and equipment. Woodsmen and 
pulp contractors are getting higher prices than ever for all 
the pulp wood they can deliver. Manufacturers are offer- 
ing one dollar more per cord on the car than they paid last 
season. A good reason for this is that the cost of getting 
out the wood is higher. Spruce timber is higher and sc 
are stumpage rates; the demand for saw logs is restricting 
the pulp makers to smaller timber; and increased wages 
must be paid this season. Nevertheless, the preparations 
show that more medium-sized spruce will be cut in the 
Dominion this winter than ever. DoMINIoNn. 


Paper Trade in Cuba. 


The German Consul at Havana makes the following re- 
port to his Government on the paper trade in Cuba: The 
American manufacturers, who hoped to monopolize the 
market; at the end of 1898 when the tariff question came 
up for consideration, asked for privileges which, however, 
were denied them for the sake of principle. The reduc- 
tion of duty on articles not of Spanish origin now amounts 
to an average of 50 per cent. The class division is the 
same as in the Spanish tariff, with the exception of print- 
ing and writing paper. On the suggestion of parties in 
terested this latter group was arranged so that writing 
paper, which is nevef made in rolls, has been distinguished 
from printing and wrapping paper in rolls, and a duty of 
$8 per 100 kilos (220 pounds) imposed if uncut and with 
out printing. Printing paper in rolls or in sheets pays a 
duty of $4, and wrapping paper, now including paper 
bags, also pays a duty of $2.50 per 100 kg. 


An increase in the German trade in printing paper and - 


glazed paper is to be expected, owing to the change in the 
tariff. In printings the United States is now becoming a 
very serious competitor. With the change in the tariff 
Spain, on the contrary, will immediately lose its previous 
supremacy. 

A specialty in demand in Havana is trimming for cigar 
boxes and paper rings for cigars. The United States and 
Germany are the principal sources of supply for articles of 
this kind not manufactured in the country itself. It cannot 
be denied that the trimmings sent by the American Bank 
Note Company, of New York, are very tasteful, while 
those of German manufacture often are very gaudy and 
not very fine. , 

Writing material of different kinds, especially account- 
books, which before were imported chiefly from Spain and 
from France, are being imported in small quantities from 
Germany. The market for these articles has improved con- 
siderably. Some traveling salesmen representing Bar- 
celona houses are now offering to supply goods made af- 
ter the pattern of those sent by other countries at the same 
prices. In January and February last 20,834 bales of paper 
were imported from the United States and 4,456 bales 
from other countries.

Philadelphia’s Proposed Ordinance Against Circulars. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Philadelphia, Dec. 7,—Overwhelming opposition to the 
passage of the ordinance by City Councils prohibiting the 
distribution of circulars, handbills or other advertising 
matter, by placing it-under doorways and in front yards, 
has already developed, although the only direct notice to 
those interested was contained in the brief announcement 
in Tue Paper TRADE JouRNAL. The Committee on Police 
and Prisons met this afternoon and there were present 
William Simmons, the paper-stock dealer; Charles H. 
Eckstein, advertising manager of a large grocery company 
which has fifty-four stores in Philadelphia, Editor Graves, 
of the Oakdale Weekly, and Editor Lennon, of the South 
Philadelphian, both sectional newspapers, and representa- 
tives of the Feister Printing Company, the Howe Address- 
ing Company, Nolen & Doerr, distributors, and almost 
a score of other representatives. 

Councilman Fourier declared that the passage of the 
ordinance would not only work a great hardship to dealers 
whose sole advertising was done by handbills, but would 
seriously cripple the business of printers and of paper. 
makers and sellers. 

Councilman Meyers asserted that between 3,000 and 
4,000 men were employed in the distribution of advertising 
matter, and that the loss,to‘advertisers, printers and paper 
dealers would be fully $2,000,000 a year if the ordinance 
was passed. Charles H. Eckstein stated that the company 
he represented spent each year $20,000 in printing circulars, 
and that an average of over 302,000 circulars was distri- 
buted weekly. Editors Graves and Lennon stated that the 
ordinance would prevent them from distributing their 
weekly newspapers, since it only authorized the distribu- 
tion of daily newspapers. 

Nolen & Doerr stated that they employed from fifteen 
to twenty men ten months of the year, and that they dis- 
tributed fully 500,000 circulars and booklets every month. 
A representative of the C. I. Hood Company stated that 
his company put out 200,000 circulars, calendars, ete., each 
month. The Feister Printing Company declared that it 
frequently distributed 2,000,000 circulars a year. All those 
who spoke against the measure declared that the distribu- 
tion of circulars by inexperienced distributors might be a 
nuisance, but that large advertisers exercised a care that 
every circular went to the proper person, and that if the 
members of the committee would only estimate how much 
paper and printers’ ink entered into the production of 


the millions of circulars accounted for by the three or four 
persons who spoke, and would then consider that every 
printing establishment in the city yearly turned out hun- 
dreds of thousands of circulars, calendars, etc., whose 
distribution would be absolutely prevented should the 
ordinance before the committee pass, they could get an 
idea of the hardship that would be done those directly 
interested in the production of the circulars; but to this 
number must also be added those who issued the circulars. 
The committee decided to postpone action for the pres- 
ent, and to have another meeting at the call of the chair. 
The members of the local paper trade and printers are 
asked to place themselves in communication with Chair- 
man Leithead, of the Police and Prisons Committee, if 
they oppose the passage of the ordinance. E..R. G.

Question.—In putting together the heavy 
sheets for a sulphite digester is there any 
way in which the rivets can be so driven 
that they will be found tight without caulk- 
ing around the heads thereof? 

Answer.—lIt is almost impossible to drive 
inch and a quarter rivets in inch-sheets so 
that there will not be some leakage around 
the rivets. This is more particularly the 
case when the rivets are countersunk, as 
they must be in a sulphite digester. If the 
rivets were as large in proportion to the 
thickness of the plates, they would draw 
down better, but making the rivets larger 
would so weaken the plate section that it 
must not be done to any considerable ex- 
tent. It is best, therefore, to caulk the 
rivets around their outside heads and call 
it the best that can be done under the cir- 
cumstances. 


(171) D. B. G., York, Pa. 

Question.—How can the actual efficiency 
of my water-whee! be determined? When 
I bought it the manufacturers claimed an 
efficiency of over 85 per cent., but I am 
unable to tell whether J 4m getting that 
or not. How can the efficiency be 
measured? 


Answer.—To test a water-wheel, the 
water used during the time of test must 
be actually measured, or in some way 
handled so that its volume, and conse- 





quently its exact weight, may be known. 
This is done in testing flumes with very 
great nicety. At the same tiie, the horse- 
power developed by the wheel must be 
accurately determined by absorbing the 
power, either by some known work or by 
a friction brake, which will admit of the 
power being accurately calculated. The 
work thus done is reduced to foot-pounds. 
Then the weight of water passed through 
the wheel is multiplied by the exact head 
in feet under which said water was used. 
This gives the foot-pounds of energy ap- 
plied to the wheel, and wheu used as a 
denominator of a fraction with the. foot- 
pounds delivered by the wheel as a nu- 
merator the actual efficiency of the wheel 
is expressed by said fraction. The actual 
division being performed, gives the per- 
centage of efficiency required. 


(172) M. G. T., Denver, Col. 

Question. —How is the wet machine, 
used in the “vacuum process,” made _ to 
work without a felt? 

Answer.—A cylinder is used as in the 
ordinary machine, but instead of being 
open to the atmosphere at the ends, and 
depending upon a head of stuff to force the 
fibre upon the wire, the heads are closed 
and a pump removes a part of the atmos- 
pheric pressure from the inside of the cyl- 
inder, or mold. A jacketed couch rol’, 
also connected with the exhaust pump, 
takes the film from the mold, and in turn 
gives it up to a plain roll against which a 
doctor is adjusted so as to remove the film 
of fibre as fast as. it is formed. As the 
fibre falls from the doctor, it meets a 
stream of water which again dilutes the 
fibre so that it may be conveyed or 
pumped in the usual manner. 


(173) H. G. D., New Orleans, La. 

Question.—Can chips for sulphite fibre 
making be separated from the black knots 
to any extent by any process of floating 
them in water? 


Answer.—This has been tried by several 
concerns, and I know of no one who has 
followed the. process beyond the experi- 
mental stage. This is evidence that it does 
not pay. The fact is, that while dry spruce 
will float, and knots will sink, so much of 
the wood is water-logged that a_ great 
number of chips wiil sink with the knots. 
Spruce branches, twigs and small limbs, 
aithough they float when first cut from the 
tree, soon become water-logged and sink. 
It is the same with small chips. They are 
liable to go to the bottom with the knots. 
But there is a way of “floating” clear chips 
and sinking the knots. By passing the 
chips through an air blast of just the right 
density, the clear chips will be blown or 
carried to a considerable distance while the 
knots and other heavy portions of the 
wood will fall closer to the source of 
blast. After the chips have been cooked, 
run through tumbling barrels and other- 
wise milled to loosen the fibre from the 
knots, then they may be “floated” to great 
advantage. But the float tanks take the 
form of ordinary sand settlers, and consist 
or riffle boxes of great length and capacity. 
The pulp must be diluted very largely with 
water; in fact, enough water must be used 
to fit the pulp for a Fourdrinier machine. 
And even more water than that may be 
used to advantage; in fact, it is impossible 
to get too much water into the pulp for 
this process. Under such conditions, the 
floating process will prove a success, al- 
though it fails when tried with the un- 
cooked chips.

A Mexican Paper Mill. 


In describing the Pena Pobre Paper 
Mills, Mexico, a correspondent, writing 
from the city of Mexico, says: “The ap 
proaches to the Pena Pobre paper mills 
are lined with lofty willows, broad road 
ways with perfect shade, and delightfully 
cool and quaint. Here the innate love o 
the beautiful so characteristic of the Mexi 
cans is evidenced. 

“A hillock to the right has been laid ou: 
in terraces, a kitchen garden high in air, 
and on its sunny summit a hamlet of tule 
thatched huts—homely little huts,but reall, 
an artistic climax to the green-clad garden 
hills. Sparkling waters run part way to 
the factory in_an artificial canal and then 
a portion is.caught in great welded pipes 
of iron for the mill's use, while the res: 
escapes down the hillside. The opening 
gates of the mill show a garden spot just 
inside; that bit of idealism so invariably 
Mexican, so characteristic of courts and 
patios in this country. A fountain column 
of crystal, a fronded palm or two, some 
rose bushes, gorgeous in ‘bud and blos- 
som, and perfumed creepers clambering 
unrestrained; such the pleasing picture se! 
into rare old frame, the gateways of carved 
cedar and the gray wall of Pena Pobre. 

“There are a hundred and twenty em 
ployees, and all sorts of paper is manufac 
tured. The owners are Messrs. Rodriguez 
and Fernandez, Spaniards, and the general 
manager, a Mexican gentleman, Celso 
Guadalajara. Since the recent  installa- 
tion of 200 incandescents (eight . candle 
power) operated by a small turbine, the 
factory works day and night. There is a 
good pressure of water; at least. 250 litres 
from a height of 15 metres, the difference 
in levels between the hacienda springs and 
the patio of the factory. Pena Pobre 
turns out each day of 24 hours, 1,500 kilo 
grammes of fine paper, and 3,500 kilo- 
grammes of coarse.”

The Annual Meeting of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation Will Be Held at the Waldorf-Astoria on Feb. 
14 and 15—The Call Will Be Issued About Jan. 1. 


The annual meeting of the American Paper and Pulp 
Association will be held at the Waldori-Astoria Hotel, in 
this city, on February 14 and 15. C. W. Rantoul, Jr., the 
secretary of the association, expects to send out the ca! 
for the convention about the first of January, so that the 
members of the association may be reminded of their forth- 
coming annual gathering in time to make necessary ar- 
rangements for their attendance. 

Speaking of this year’s convention, Mr. Rantoul said to 
a representative of Tue Paper Trape Journat: “I think 
the present prosperous condition of the industry will serve 
to bring a very large number of paper men together. In 
fact, I look for a larger attendance this year than ever 
before. All signs point that way, and I anticipate that the 
members of the association will respond to the call unani- 
mously, making the business meeting a great success 
and the banquet a joyous thanksgiving. The papers to 
be read will, no doubt, meet the approval of the associa- 
tion, as they are to be prepared by eminent members. As 
for the speeches at the banquet, I feel sure that they will 
come up to the high standard set by previous banquets. 
Our list of speakers this year will be notable.” 


Another Suilphite Mill in Canada. 


American capital in the Watertown, N. Y., district has 
become interested in that “promised land” of the diligent 
seeker after spruce, Canada. Col. J. T. Outterson, the 
well-known paper maker of Watertown, who retired a 
couple of years ago from the Outterson Paper Company, 
whose plant is now owned by Knowlton Brothers, is in- 
terested in this new project. With him are a number of 
gentlemen with capital, several of whom are Watertown 
men. Some are Canadians. “ 

These gentlemen have purchased a wooded tract of 
160,000 acres in Canada. This tract is heavily timbered 
with spruce. The tract is situated in Bonaventure County, 
Quebec, fringing the shores of Challeurs Bay and Resti- 
gouche Harbor, in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 200 miles 
east of Quebec. 

On the shores of the bay there will be erected a sulphite 
mill with a capacity of ninety tons of finished fibre every 
twenty-four hours. This fibre will be turned out especially 
for the European trade, particularly tor that in England, 
ships being loaded at tide water direct for Europe. The

mill, indeed, being built at this point, will be nearer and 
more conyenient to English shipping points than St. 
Johns, New Brunswick, or any American shipping point. 

The papers were signed a few days ago, and the work 
of erecting the mill will commence shortly. It is prob- 
able that the company will be christened the Bay Challeurs 
Sulphite Fibre Company. 


OBITUARY. 
Willard Russell. 

Willard Russell, aged ninety-one, died at his home in 
Lancaster, Mass., December 2, of bronchitis. 

Deceased was an old veteran of the paper trade in which 
he was engaged since his boyhood, retiring from the man- 
ufacturing business some ten years ago. 

Mr. Russell was born in Cabot, Vt., March 23, 1808, and 
began his paper-making career at the age of eighteen, as a 
day worker in a mill at Wells River, Vt. For over twenty 
years he sought employment from time to time in various 
mills, “tramping it” from place to place, going from Wells 
River to Middlebury, Vt.; then to Bellows Falls, and later 
to Saugerties, N. Y.; then to Franklin, N. H.; Lowell, 
Mass.; Exeter, N. H., and Sacarappa, Me. In 1&8 he 
found himself in Bridgewater, Mass., a full-fledged paper- 
mill foreman. His next venture was in a mill at Quebec, 
and then at Lawrence, Mass., where his uncle, the late 
Hon. William A. Russell, was engaged in paper making. 
His next move was to lease a mill at Exeter, N. H 
which he afterward purchased and later established himself 
as a manuiacturer at Bellows Falls, Vt., continuing until 
1880, when his son, George K. Russell bought his father’s 
interest in the mill, and the veteran paper maker retired 
alter sixty years’ service in the industry. 


Eben S$. Coc. 

Eben S. Coe, one of the most prominent business men 
of Bangor, and one of the largest owners of timber lands 
in Maine, died at his home in Bangor, on December 11. 
During his early days he was engaged in engineering work 
in New York State. He was born November 6, 1814 








The Ontario Crown Lands Department has received 
a statement from the officials in Rat Portage to the effect 
that the amount of lumber cut in the district and manu- 
factured by the mills there is fully twenty-five per cent 
larger than the previous season. During the season the 
amount of lumber cut in Northern’ Minnesota and loaded 
down the Rainy River was 36,000,000 feet, and on the 
Canadian side 45,000,900 feet.

A Decision by the Board of General Appraisers Which Is of 
Interest to Both Paper and Paper Stock Men—The 
Waste Held to be “Fit Only for Paper Making.”

When shown the new ruling by a representative of Tue 
Parer Trape Jovrnat, Salomon Brothers & Company 
said: “We are glad to leafm of the ruling. We have 
a number of protests before the Board, and are conse- 
quently interested in the decision.” 

Felix Salomon & Company and Edwin Butterworth & 
Company, also stated that they had protests filed on 4 
number of importations of jute waste. 

R. H. Overton & Company said that formerly they 
imported considerable jute waste, but that on account o/ 
the customs regulations thcy had stopped bringing = 
over. Now that this ruling is made, they said they woul 
probably import “some.

Another Sulphite Mill in Canada. 


American capital in the Watertown, N. Y., district has 
become interested in that “promised land” of the diligent 
seeker after spruce, Canada. Col. J. T. Outterson, the 
well-known paper maker of Watertown, who retired a 
couple of years ago from the Outterson Paper Company, 
whose plant is now owned by Knowlton Brothers, is in- 
terested in this new project. With him are a number of 
gentlemen with capital, several of whom are Watertown 
men, Some are Canadians. “ 

These. gentlemen have purchased a wooded tract of 
160,000 acres in Canada. This tract is heavily timbered 
with spruce. The tract is situated in Bonaventure County, 
Quebec, fringing the shores of Challeurs Bay and Resti- 
gouche Harbor, in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 200 miles 
east of Quebec. 

On the shores of the bay there will be erected a sulphite 
mill w**t: a capacity of ninety tons of finished fibre every 
twenty-four hours. This fibre will be turned out especially 
for the European trade, particularly tor that in England, 
ships being loaded at tide water direct for Europe. The 


mill, indeed, being built at this point, will be nearer and 
more convenient to English shipping points than St. 
Johns, New Brunswick, or any American shipping point. 

The papers were signed a few days ago, and the work 
of erecting the mill will commence shortly. It is prob- 
able that the company will be christened the Bay Challeurs 
Sulphite Fibre Company. 


OBITUARY. 
Willard Russell. 

Willard Russell, aged ninety-one, died at his home in 
Lancaster, Mass., December 2, of bronchitis. 

Deceased was an old veteran of the paper trade in which 
he was engaged since his boyhood, retiring from the man- 
ufacturing business some ten years ago. 

Mr. Russell was born in Cabot, Vt., March 23, 1808, and 
began his paper-making careér at the age of eighteen, as a 
day worker in a mill at Wells River, Vt. For over twenty 
years he sought employment from time to time in various 
mills, “tramping it” from place to place, going from Wells 
River to Middlebury, Vt.; then to Bellows Falls, and later 
to Saugerties, N. Y.; then to Franklin, N. H.; Lowell, 
Mass.; Exeter, N. H., and Sacarappa, Me. In 1848 he 
found himself in Bridgewater, Mass., a full-fledged paper- 
mill foreman. His next venture was in a mill at Quebec, 
and then at Lawrence, Mass., where his uncle, the late 
Hon. William A. Russell, was engaged in paper making. 
His next move was to lease a mill at Exeter, N. H. 
which he afterward purchased and later established himself 
as a manufacturer at Bellows Falls, Vt., continuing until 
1880, when his son, George K. Russell bought his father’s 
interest in the mill, and the veteran paper maker retired 
after sixty years’ service in the industry. 


Eben S, Coe. 

Eben S. Coe, one of the most prominent business men 
of Bangor, and one of the largest owners of timber lands 
in Maine, died at his home in Bangor, on December 11. 
During his early days he was engaged in engineering work 
in New York State. He was born November 6, 1814. 


The Ontario Crown Lands Department has received 
a statement from the officials in Rat Portage to the effect 
that the amount of lumber cut in the district and manu- 
factured by the mills there is fully twenty-five per cent.

JUTE WASTE DUTY FREE. 


A Decision by the Board of General Appraisers Which Is of 
Interest to Both Paper and Paper Stock Men—The 
Waste Held to be Fit Only for Paper Making.” 





The Board on Classification of the United States Boar.! 
of General Appraisers handed down the following de- 
cisions last Monday: 

C. H. Groedel.—Merchandise invoiced as jute waste 
and returned by the Appraiser as jute card waste. It was 
assessed for duty under paragraph 463, Act of 1897, as 
“waste not specially proyided for at 10 per cent. ad val- 
orem,” and was claimed to be free of duty under para- 
graph 632. The Board found as follows: “Jute waste 
produced by the process of carding or hackling jute and 
possessing a fibre too short for spinning purposes and used 
by manufacturers only for the purpose of making paper, 
held to be paper stock in the form of jute waste ‘fit only 
to be converted into paper,’ and exempt from duty under 
paragraph 632 of the Tariff Act of 1897, as jute waste o/ 
the kind there described and not under paragraph 463, 0/ 
said Act, as waste not specially provided for.” The pro- 
test was accordingly sustained. This ruling is of interest 
to the New York City paper-stock importers, as a number 
of them have similar protests on file. 

When shown the new ruling by a representative of Tue 
Paper Trave Journat, Salomon Brothers & Company, 
said: “We are glad to leafn of the ruling. We have 
a number of protests before the Board, and are conse- 
quently interested in the decision.” 

Felix Salomon & Company and Edwin Butterworth & 
Company, also stated that they had protests filed on a 
number of importations of jute waste. 

R. H. Overton & Company said that formerly they 
imported considerable jute waste, but that on account of 
the customs regulations they had stopped bringing :t 
over. Now that this ruling is made, they said they would 
probably import "some. 


The Dissolution of the Wolverine Paper Co. 


The Wolverine Paper Company, Kalamazoo, Mich., has 
filed in the Circuit Court, a petition for a dissolution of the 
company and the fimal winding up of its affairs. Last 
Thursday Judge Buek ordered that a hearing take plac: 
upon the matter before Circuit Court Commissioner 
Driver on March 9. This company was first organized in 
1892 as the Botsford Paper Company, but afterwards the 
corporate name was changed.

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Foreign Market Conditions. 

The effect of foreign market conditions upon our own 
market is something that shduld not be left out of account 
in considering the probable future course of the price 
of paper. Had the normal relation of supply and demand 
been maintained in England and on the Continent, it is 
likely that the high prices of pulp and other raw materials 
in the United States would have led to so large an increase 
of importations as materially to ease market conditions on 
this side of the Atlantic. But it has happened that a 
greatly increased demand for certain lines of paper has 
coincided in England, and to a lesser degree in France and 
Germany, with a rather startling dislocation of the adjust- 
ment between supply and demand in America; while a dim- 
inished rainfall and water supply here have been matched 
by similar drought conditions in Norway and Sweden, 
whence England draws most of her wood pulp supply. 

The result is that neither market can help the other. 
American paper makers are no longer seeking foreign 
markets for products which are now inadequate to the 
home demand, and England is cut off from this source of 
supply. On the other hand, America finds in England an 
eager competition for such raw materials as we desire 
to bring over from the other side, and which are needed 
to relieve the scarcity here. 

In studying these conditions one fact becomes obvious. 
The raw materials of paper making will remain high 
abroad as long as we are competing with England for 
them; and with the demand for paper in England greatly 
exceeding the supply even at the higher prices, there is not 
likely to be a recession of prices in our own market, In 
fact, the conditions making for higher prices of paper seem 


world-wide. 


Box Board Combinations. 

The combination fever appears to have reached the 
epidemic stage among the manufacturers of box boards, 
and at the present writing efforts are being made to form 
three ‘separate and distinct organizations. One is that 
of a New York promoter, who was a factor in the organ- 
ization of the United States Envelope Company and the 
American Writing Paper Company, and who is seeking 
to bring the pulpboard men together. Another has for 
its object the consolidation of the largest mills that are 
licensees under the McEwan patent, while the most am- 
bitious scheme is that which is designed to bring all the 
board men into united, harmonious relations. This organ- 
ization would be operated upon what is known as the 


“Parks pooling plan,” by the terms of which each manu- 


ffcturer would make and sell‘his product independently, as 


heretofore, but all goods would be billed through a cen- 
tral bureau, which would make a proper pro rata dis- 
tribution of the returns. 

The indications are that the firstenmamed plan will not 
be successful, as those who are asked to sell their mills 
desire to see more substantial means of payment than 
are at present presented. The second named plan will, in 
all probability, be worked out in material form, and such 
a newsboard organization could handle the Parks plan 
more easily at a later date than could its several members 
acting independently. 

As a rule, the board men who have given consideration 
to the Parks plan regard it favorably, and the main 
stumbling block in its way is the reported attitude of the 
American Strawboard Company. This company is said 
to argue that if it goes into the scheme it will be aiding 
others to secure benefits, from which, because of the 
fact that its product is under control of contract orders for 
a long period, it will be debarred. That this difficulty can 
be overcome is more than probable, and if it is, the work 
now going on, crystallized into actual result, ought to 
have a steadying effect on the market, which in turn will 
be beneficial to both the manufacturer and the consumer 
of boards. 


The Importance of Coal. 


In speaking of the primal necessities of paper mills, 
w od and water have almost always been mentioned as 
the first two. At present many manufacturers are realizing 
that coal is a most important and expensive necessity. 
It has advanced in price in common with other paper- 
makers’ materials. It cannot very well be replaced by a 
substitute, and on the other hand the coal man’s largest 
and most important customers are not the paper makers, 
so that the latter are not in a position to make success- 
ful resistance to the demands of the coal contractor even 
though they be exorbitant. 


The Boston Paper Trade Association has made and 
maintained a record for holding monthly dinners through- 
out the winter, at which those in attendance were both 
interested and edified; and the initial dinner of this season, 
held last week, proved no exception to the rule. In fact 
the event was entitled to a prominent position among the 
successes of the association, and so Tue Paper Trape 
JourNAL this week devotes considerable space to a fu!l 
report of it. Governor-elect Crane made his first public 
appearance since his election, and spoke briefly, being 
followed by other well-known members of the trade, who 
referred to certain features in the present conditions of the 
trade and pointed out the causes which produced them. 
The Boston paper trade is certainly to be congratulated. 


The startling announcement is made that in another five 
years, if the present rate of consumption continues, the 
end of the lumber business of the State of Minnesota will 
have been reached. It is estimated that there are now 
7,000,000,000 feet of white pine standing within the borders 
of the State. It is stated further that this is melting away 
at the rate of 1,500,000,000 feet every year. In other 
Northwestern States the same havoc is going on. Climate 
as well as industry must be profoundly affected by it. It 
is evident that the question of forest preservation must 
soon engage the earnest attention of Congress. 


The Minneapolis Times, one of the strong Westera 
newspapers, emphasizes the point made by Tue Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL against the demand of eertain newspaper 
publishers for a reduction of the duty on Canadian pulp. 
It says: “This demand will be supported by newspapers 
which have made Protection with a capital P their most 
sacred principle. Their own withers have been wrung, 
and they wince and cry out. Justily.” 


Exports of paper at the port of New York for the week 
include 569 cases, 7,311 packages, and 123 bundles, of an 
aggregate value of $48,920, a handsome showing when 
present conditivns of trade are considered. The exports 
also include 17 cases and 353 packages of paper-maKing 
machinery, of an aggregate value of $32,325.

slices, uncooked.” The Boston paper man can always be 
depended upon to rise to the occasion. 


Here are words of practical common sense: One an- 
nouncement cannot make a merchant's fortune, any more 
than a single shot from a carinon can destroy a fort. The 
first should be followed by others. Results will increase 
without ceasing, if you cease not to advertise. 


Soda fibre has become decidedly scarce, and some con- 
sumers are having considerable difficulty in arranging for 
their supplies. One of them paid a visit to a manufacturer 
of the article a few days ago, and after making known the 
object of his trip and the quantity of fibre he wanted, was 
regaled with a tale, the burden of which was that it was 
impossible to fill his order. The buyer listened attentively 
and when the soda man stopped talking, said, “Well, say, 
couldn’t you let me have at least a satchelful to take home 
with me?” 


“Joe” McCormick says that soda fibre has risen so in 
price that Tiffany & Co. are showing samples of it in their 
windows along with other rare and costly articles. 


The scarcity of iron is interfering to some extent with 
the operations of paper machinery builders, and the manu- 
facturer of a well-known bit of mill equipment tells of this 
“straw,” which indicates how iron men are endeavoring 
to parcel out their product so as to satisfy all customers. 
“We use,” he said, “about a hundred tons of iron a month 
in making this one article, and we buy from —— & Co., 
who, as you know, are among the large iron manufacturers 
of the country. Last week we received a letter from them 
asking if it would not be possible for us to get along with 
eighty-five tons a month so as to enable them to deliver the 
other fifteen tons elsewhere.” 


The value of Tug Paper Trape Journat as an advertis- 
ing medium is illustrated by the experience of a house that 
builds a portion of the equipment used in paper mills, This 
house recently placed a modest-sized advertisement in the 
JourNnAL. Within two weeks an order was received from 
a firm they had not previously heard of and of whose 
existence they were unaware. The profit on this one 
order would probably pay the total cost of the advertise- 
ment for two years or more. 


A Pennsylvania paper suggests that as the Government 
does its own printing and has its own military and naval 
schools, it ought also to have its own paper mills. So far 
as is reported, Uncle Sam is not looking for trouble, and 
so the paper mill idea will not strike him at all tavorably. 


The statement which has been sent broadcast that Rum- 
ford Falls, Me., is to have the largest writing paper mill 
in the world appears to be the result of some one’s over- 
worked imagination. The fact is this, Rumford Falls‘%is to 
have a new mill, but it is to be run on book papers and 
will have a capacity of fifty tons a day. If the Maine 
newspapers can be believed, paper mills grow over night 
in that State. . 


Talking about notices in paper mills, a man who has 
visited many plants tells the following: On a post between 
two old machines which face each other, there is a 
notice painted on a good-sized board. With said notice 
is about four feet of good chain, a fine padlock and a key 
therefor. The notice reads something as follows: “Any 
person going into any dangerous place around the dryers 
shall lock up the (starting) lever and put the key in his 
pocket.” It did me good to see that. It means that the 
machine tender who has to crawl into a place where he 
could not get out should somebody happen to start the 
dryers, would be protected while he was thus in a situation 
where he could not help himself. 

A well-authenticated story is going the rounds of the 
trade that a certain dealer in paper who has a reputation 
as a man of great promise, has been obliged to hire an 
office in another building to escape his customers who 
are howling loud and long for him to cash his promises—- 
in paper. Finding that he could not meet these oft-made 
promises on maturity, he has finally taken to the woods, 
as it were. Paper men have been heard of who have not 
been “at home” to their trade for some time, but it was 
never dreamt that one of their number would be driven 
to the extremity noted. 
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BOSTON PAPER TRADE DINNER. 


A Discussion of Present Conditions by President Barker, 
Ex-Governor Cheney, W. H. Parsons, C. W. Rantoul, 
Col. E. H. Haskell, J. R. Carter and Others, 


The first meeting of the fall season of the Boston Paper 
Trade Association, was held last Wednesday evening, 
December 6, at the Exchange Club, Boston. 

President Wm. T. Barker occupied the chair, having on 
his right, Hon. W. Murray Crane, Governor-elect of 
Massachusetts; on his left, ex-Gov. P. C. Cheney, president 
of the American Paper and Pulp Association. Other 
prominent men of the trade present as guests were C. W. 
Rantoul, secretary of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation; Hon. Elisha Morgan, president American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, and Wm. H. Parsons, of New York. 

Others present were Secretary C. A. Brown, Treasurer 
Edwin P. Lindsay, ex-Secretary James B. Forsyth, Geo. 
W. Wheelwright, J. Richard Carter, Col. J. P. Jordan, 
Col. E. H. Haskell, A. D. Little, Hon. Warren F. Daniell, 
C, E. Bush, Col. S. P. Train, W. P. Simonds, W. J. Web- 
ber, Col. James T. Soutter, Col. H. T. Rockwell, Geo.

As the guests seated themselves at the handsomely 
decorated table they seemed a little surprised to find at 
their plates a small sectién of clap-board nearly as large 
as a shingle upon which was printed a list of the rations 
to be served. It seemed like a waste of lumber, but its 
use on this occasion was explained by President Barker, 
who said: “Owing to the scarcity of paper and cardboard 
and realizing that the needs of the public consumer should 
not be curtailed through any extravagance on our part, 
the secretary made a deal with a prominent pulp manu- 
facturer for a log, which, because of low water, he could 
not grind, and that log we now serve to you in natural 
slices, uncooked.” 


Governor-Elect Crane Speaks. 

The dinner finished, President Barker called the meet- 
ing to order, and after the transaction of routine business, 
presented Governor-elect W. Murray Crane, who needed 
no introduction, he being a member of the Association and 
well known to its members, who gave the Governor quite 
an ovation as he rose to speak in response to a standing 
toast. 

He spoke very briefly, thanking his friends for the 
expression of their good-will, and saying he thought busi- 
ness promised to be as good in the future as it was at 


present. Great applause was given him at the close of his 


speech. 


President Barker’s Address. 
President Barker, by way of introduction to the talk to 
follow, said: 


I have no desire to forestall the remarks of those who 
will address you, and shall not attempt to describe in de- 
tail the various phases of the extraordinary conditions 
now confronting us, or to prophecy as to what the future 
may have in store; but in general, you will permit me to 
say that the present conditions are, in my judgment, 
mainly the natural result of a reaction from the depres- 
sion that has prevailed during the past six years. 

There has probably been no period of depression in the 
history of our industry that has been attended with so 
great a revolution in the processes of manufacture as the 
one just past. That these developments, until they shall 
have become adjusted to new conditions, should have a 
stimulating effect upon the teturn to prosperous times, is 
not strange. Thus, in the increased use of manufactured 
products lt wood as raw material, we have elements to 
deal with differing to some extent from anything in ear- 
lier experiences under similar conditions, and the sudden 
rise in prices of these materials, due to their limited = 
ply, has been a potent factor in causing rapid advance in 
prices of all paper products, and more than anything else 
is responsible for the aggravated and serious conditions 
which now prevail. If it were simply a return to a more 
healthy demand for the products of our paper machines, 
without reference to the uncertainties of obtaining suffi- 
cient raw material at any price, the situation would be 
less acute and far more satisfactory, and the problem for 
the future much easier of solution. But the condition of 
the market for raw materials is so unstable and for the 
immediate future so uncertain, that we recall no parallel in 
past experience to aid us in reaching well-defined convic- 
tions of what is before us. 

One fact. however, seems to be established, that higher 
prices, which have received their impetus from the in- 
creased cost of raw materials, will rule on all products of 
the paper machine just so long as the prosperous condi- 
tions of general business continue. 


~ 





That these conditions are likely to continue for several 
years at least is my firm conviction. Evidence of pros- 
perity is to be found on every hand, and so far as one can 
see this is happily attended by a conservatism which 
should insure its continuance. 

One other thought in regard to prices is perhaps wor- 
thy of remark. May it not be true that a fundamental 
cause for higher prices, which already include nearly all 
commodities, is to be found in the increased supply of 
gold, the standard of all values? This more abundant 
supply, which has resulted from discoveries of new 
mines and the invention of cheaper processes for extract- 
ing the precious metal from the ore, must, it would seem, 
effect a change in the relation of the value of gold to the 
value of other commodities which have not been subject 
to an equivalent cheapening in their cost of production; 
and is it not reasonable to infer that this process of ad- 
justment of values will be reflected in a higher range of 
prices, not only on other products of the soil, but also on 
manufactured products as well? 

The members of our Association are not confined to 
any one class or grade of products represented im the 
paper industry, but include the buyers and sellers as well 
as the makers of wood fibres and paper products of all 
kinds. We should thus bring to our discussion views 
from every possible standpoint, and in the outcome of our 
deliberations let us hope we may receive material benefit, 
(Applause.) 


Address of Ex-Governor Cheney. 
Ex-Governor ‘Cheney, president of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association, was the next speaker and said: 


Who could have foretold six months ago the present 
condition of the pulp and paper market? We did sup- 
pose that the generally improved business conditions 
would lead to a large consumption of paper, but no one 
could have foreseen the special causes which have tran- 
spired to cause a “paper famine” in London and through- 
out all England. nly within a very few weeks has Great 
Britain become fully aware of the magnitude of the strug- 
gle required to conquer the Boers and bring them into 
subjection. She is sending the flower of her army, com- 
prising the best blood of Her Majesty’s kingdom, to the 
front under her bravest and most skilful leaders, and 
strange as it appears, she has found herself opposed by an

army equally brave and as skilfully managed, with the 


advantage of being upon perfectly familiar ground and 
in a complete state of defence. here are but few fam- 
ilies in all England that are not represented in the 60,000 
brave men which have already gone forward, It is safe 
to say that the issues of the daily papers are more than 
five times as large as they were six months ago. Every 
one has some one of his own family or some special friend 
in this army so far away. Throngs of people are constantly 
watching the bulletin boards to know the result of the 
latest battle or skirmish, We know somewhat of this 
anxiety by our experience even in our little war with 
Spain. 

There are several other causes for a larger consumption 
of paper than usual. The general unsettled condition of 
affairs throughout Europe, the strained conditions of Rus- 
sia and Germany; of Japan and Russia; the cutting up of 
the Chinese empire; the feeling of unrest in France caused 
by the Dreyfus affair; the fact that another world 
exposition in Paris is in active preparation and that quite 
a prejudice has been created by the oversensitiveness of 
France and the feeling which exists between the army and 
executive department, all growing out of the Dreyfus case. 
There is every reason to expect a larger consumption of 
paper throughout the world the coming year than ever 
before, and I think it is perfectly safe to say the same of 
this country. While we think the war with the Fi-ipinos 
is about over, it is plain that important new territory will 
be opened up for commerce. 

Increased commerce means increased consumption of 
paper. We shall stand at the gateway of about one-ha'f of 
the entire population of the world or of 800,000,000 of peo- 
ple. It needs no argument to show a largely increased 
consumption of both paper and pulp, for they go hand in 
hand. Then we are on the eve of another presidential 
campaign, which will be of more than ordinary excitement 
and interest. 
to be ably discussed before the people are called to vote 
upon them next November: A gold basis, a silver basis 
16 to 1, or bimetallism under restricti-ns, in:perialism or 
anti-imperialism, protection or free trade, negro suffrage 
continued in the South or practically disfranchisement—I 
name only a few of the many questions to be considered 
and discussed the coming year, all tending to a largely 
increased consumption of paper.

Now as to the supply. What is the outlook as far as 
we can judge? Does not this depend largely upon the 
rainfall? It can be stated as an absolute certainty that 
the present scarcity of both pulp and paper comes from 
the protracted drought. We have had only two-thirds of 
the usual rainfall. If the mills had all been in operation, 
turning out a full product, we should have been soliciting 
orders as usual, with hard work to maintain prices. As it 
is we are on the eve of winter, with no water in our reser- 
voirs or streams, and I must confess that to-day the indi- 
cations all point to higher oe for both pulp and paper. 
What is particularly to be feared is that we may not have 
sufficient rain and snow to fill up our lakes and reservoirs, 
in which case we should doubly be worse off next year 


than now. : 

Another important factor as affecting the price of paper 
and pulp is the cost of the wood. hat will the winter 
be? Shall we have snow to get out the pulp wood from 
the forests? Will Canada put an export duty on pulp 
wood? You are all aware that the Province of Ontario 
will hereafter require that the foreigner who owns Gov- 
ernment rights for cutting lumber shall saw all such within 
the boundaries of her own province. Exception was taken 
by the owners on the ground that this provision was un- 
constitutional and the case went to the higher courts, who 
ave their decision in favor of the Ontario Government. 
t is also well known that a strong pressure is being 
brought to bear upon the Dominion Government to put 
such an export duty upon pulp wood as would be equiva- 
lent to about $1.50 per cord, so you will see the road is 
full of obstacles in the nature of uncertainties. But I am 
using up too much time and will give way to others. 


(Applause.) 
Speech of W. H. Parsons. 

W. H. Parsons, of New York, was next introduced and 
entertained the meeting with a presentation of his reasons 
for thinking that the present was only the beginning of a 
long period of activity and prosperity for the paper indus- 
try of this country. He called attention to that part of 
President McKinley’s message which showed that imports 
for this year were 20 per cent. less than in 1870, and the 
exports 58 per cent. greater than in 1870. 

Mr. Parsons thought that as the markets of the world 
were opened to the American paper trade, great increase 
in the volume of business would follow. He said that 
there was no more paper made in this country than could 
be consumed by our own manufacturers and our neighbors 
across the sea, and predicted that the immediate future >f 
the paper trade would give better results than in any year 


past. 
Address by C. W. Rantoul. 

C. W. Rantoul, Jr., secretary of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association, the next speaker, expressed himself as of 
the opinion that the present scale of prices on paper, pulp 
and fibre would be maintained for some time. Everything, 
he said, going into the production of paper has advanced. 
Even the iron cores have increased in price from 11 cents 
to 17 cents, and are now 34 cents a running foot. 


The Jobbers’ Side of the Case. 

In presenting the next speaker, President Barker said: 
“The buyers of our products have for several years been 
running our mills for us, but now find themselves com- 
pelled to relinquish their control and turn them back into 
the hands of their rightful owners. What they may have 
to say of this change should be of special interest, and on 
that point we will be pleased to hear from Mr. Carter.” 

J. Richard Carter spoke for the “down-trodden jobber,” 
as he facetiously called him. He thought the jobber had 
a hard time, but after all was facing the music. He hoped 
prices wouldn’t go too high. I realize that we are in the 
hands of the paper manufacturers, since one of them re- 
cently wrote his house that pulp was up and going higher, 
coal scarce and hard to get, all supplies advancing and 
while we may in time be able to make up a little paper for 
you, we can’t now name the price. Everything has gone 
up but water and that we can’t get at any price, said Mr. 
Carter, is what another paper maker wrote him. Now 
that paper is getting so scarce, said he, it may be that 
manufacturers will cease to run after the consumers, leay- 
ing that trade for the jobbers to handle, to whom it right 
fully belongs. (Loud applause from the paper dealers.) 

R. C. McQuillen and Wm. F. McQuillen took up the 
poor jobbers’ burden, and presented the conditions under 
which the jobbers are working to-day. Said R. C. Mc- 
Quillen: We have a buyer wanting paper. We write the 
manufacturer for a price, get quotations by wire, within 2 
day or two close the sale and report to the mill only to be 
advised that quotations are withdrawn. Now we can’t do 
business on this basis, and I think that we ought to have 
a couple of days leeway at least. 

William F. McQuillen said he thought this whole scheme 
of raising prices from day to day was being overdone. It 
makes the paper business too speculative. Put prices at a 
good profitable figure if you will, but don’t put them too 
high. 

Col. E. H. Haskell, in responding to the call of the 
chair, said that he thought that under ordinary conditions 
the nominal increase was ten to twenty per cent. in cheaper 


“grades of paper, especiall ¥ in news and cheaper book; 


it was well understood that a large net increase cach week 


in the establishing of new daily and weekly papers would 
take this ordinary increase. Regarding the matter of pres- 
ent prices ruling high in the near future, he was of the 
opinion that soda fibre would not hold its price, because 
the advance had been much greater than on other fibres. 
He thought the coming year and also for the future, all 
classes of paper in which mechanical wood enters largely 
would continue to hold a relatively higher price, for the 
reason that the increase in the price of spruce woodland 
had been from 200 to 300 per cent., and the increase in 
stumpage had also during the past few years advanced

from $1.50 to $4.50 a thousand. Under these conditions 
everything pointed to high prices for all classes of paper. 
He thought all should appreciate the improved condi- 
tions in the paper trade, and hoped that both the dealer 
and manufacturer would receive a liberal slice of the profits 
from such conditions. 

James B. Forsyth, the next speaker, said that since the 
paper manufacturer was dependent largely upon sulphite 
and as that material was higher he thought the price of 
paper should be higher likewise. There is a feeling, how- 
ever, that orders placed with mills some time ago are be- 
ing neglected, while new orders at the high prices since 
ruling are having the preference in delivery. Some job- 
bers he feared were not getting what they ought to in the 
way of prices—based upon to-day’s mill quotations. 

Other speakers of the evening were George W. Wheel- 
wright and A. D. Little. 

Mr. Little’s address was very entertaining and instruct- 
ive, it being devoted to a presentation of the value of 
cellulose and its use in the numerous lines of industry. 

Charles C. Springer, of the Mt. Tom Sulphite Pulp 
Company, and Walter P. Simonds, of the Train, Smith 
Company, were elected to membership.

PAPER BAG MACHINE. 
An Invention Relating to am Improved Means for Manufac- 


turing Square-Bottomed Bags—The Bottom of the 
Bag Completed at a Single Operation. 


This invention relates to improved means for convertiny 
tucked-paper tubes into square-bottomed paper bags. Th. 
tubes which are to be folded into bags may be made an | 
fed into the machine in any Of several ways now wei! 
known in making paper bags, and the mechanisms which 
form the subject of this invention may be employed in 
connection with various types of paper-veg machines, an‘ 
can also be used to change the bags known to the trade 
as the “square bag,” into the square-bottom bag. 

One object of this invention is to provide a simple 
rapid and reliable machine to complete by a single opera 
tion the bottom of the bag. 

Another object is to provide suitable means for drawing 
the tube into the machine at a uniform speed, and, when 
the same has been fed forward the proper amount, to 
provide mechanism for retarding the leading end thereof, 
and thereby produce a slack between the drawing rolls 
and the gripping rolls, whereby a better severing of the 
bag blank from the tube is accomplished, and simultan- 
eously the retardation of the bag-bottom end of the blank 
allows more time for the bottom-forming mechanisms 
to performe the folding operation on the bag bottom, 
whereby a greater speed in the manufacture of paper bags 
is attained. 

Yet another object of the invention is to provide a bot- 
tom-folding mechanism consisting of a folding plate and a 
presser plate, the same being arranged crosswise of the 
machine and one above the other, so that as the blank 
emerges from the gripping rolls it passes between the same 
for the formation of the bag bottom. Thus the foldiny 
plate and the presser plate are superimposed one above 
the other, with the tube between them, while the axes 
of their bearings are at right angles to the tube. These 
two axes are coincident with each other and are located 
substantially at that position where the characteristic pri- 
mary transverse fold is to be made in the bag blank. The 
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bearing of the folding plate is arranged in the right-hand 
side of the machine, whereas the bearings for the presser 
plate are arranged on the left-hand side, and these plates 
are each provided with suitable bevel-edged grippers, 
which are adapted to hold the plies of the tube of the blank 
against the inner sides of these plates, and the beveled 
inner ends of these grippers serve as formers for defining 
the characteristic right-angled triangular folds which are 
to be formed in the bellows-sided blank. Mechanisms 
are also provided for operating the bevel-edged grippers 
and the formimg plates and their respective bevel-edged 
clips in proper time with each other, controlled by suitable 
cams to co-operate with the other mechanisms of the 
machine, as will be more fully described hereinafter. 

In this invention the paper-bag machine comprises in 
part a suitable bed or framework, drawing-roll mechan- 
isms for drawing the taucked-paper tube into the machine 
at a uniform speed, a revolving striker rotating across the 
path of the tube, vertically reciprocating gripping rolls re- 
volving at a retarded and an accelerated speed, bottom- 
forming mechanisms embodying the folding-plate, and the 
presser plate provided with means for effectively holding 
the lower ply of the tube to the upper side of the folding 
plate, and also with nipper mechanism for holding the 
upper ply of the paper tube to the lower surface of the 
presser plate, an oscillating tucker blade co-operating 
with the folding plate and the presser plate, a lifting plate 
mounted on the presser plate, and means for delivering the 
completed bag. ' 

This patent, No. 636,760, was issued to Edward E.

SOME FOREIGN GLEANINGS. 


Statistics Regarding the Importation of Paper Into Bul- 
garia—Japan Paper Mills Not Equal to the 
Demand Upon Them. 


The total importation of paper and paper goods into 
Sophia, Bulgaria, in 1898 amounted to 7,392,042 pounds, 
at a value of $332,193. This was very little less than the 
amount imported in 1897. 

The chief share of the trade fell to the Austro-Hun- 
garian paper makers, the value of paper imported from 
that country amounting to $250,014. The whole supply 
for the State Printing Office, the value of which amounts 
to about $40,000 a year, was also imported from Austria- 
Hungary. 

The following kinds of paper are in demand in Sophia: 
Writing, official and printing paper; cellulose wrapping 
paper; and cigarette paper. The importation of cigarette 
paper amounted to $41,760, and is to a large extent being 
supplied by Austria-Hungary. Smaller quaatities are im- 
ported from France and Turkey. 

The greater part of the paper imported consists of 
printing and writing paper, of which the Austro-Hun- 
garian quota is valued at $159,362. Of the other compet- 
ing countries only Germany met with any success. 


The Paper Industry in Japan. 


According to a report of the Austrian Consul-General 
at Yokohama, there is an increase in the production of 
paper in Japan, which cannot, however, keep pace with 
the increasing demand. Statistics of the production of 
paper in Japan have been published officially only up to 


the end of 1896, and the total production. of paper in 
Japan during 1896 was as follows:

Mino paper is noted for its toughness, and is used as a 
substitute for window glass. Hanshi paper is of an in- 
ferior quality, and is made from paper waste mixed with 
straw, etc. 

European paper, especially printing paper, was not im- 
ported before 1872. The demand increased rapidly and 
resulted in the establishment of several large paper mills, 
of which the principal are: Fuji, 12,168,256 catties in 1898; 
Oji, 12,005,794; Kobe, 6,749,328; Senju, 6,208,604; Yok- 
kaichi, 3,136,355; Abe, 2,009,969; Yoko-sha, 845,692; 
Shimogo, 795,343; Joono, 119,889. (One cattie equals 1.31 
pounds.) 

The hanshi paper mostly used in Japan is exported in 
large quantities to Shanghai, Hong Kong and Singapore. 
Wall paper is chiefly exported to England. 

Japanese leather wall papers, which before were sent to 
Germany, are now being imitated there. The imitations 
are, however, said to be inferior to the Japanese article, 
and it is claimed that the export of Japanese wall papers 
could be greatly increased if the Japanese manufacturer 
would pay more attention to the European taste. 

Copying paper is exported in large quantities to Europe 
and America. A thick, hand-made paper, far superior to 
the European in toughness and flexibility, is exported, 
chiefly to Germany and France. The favor in which Jap- 
anese paper is held abroad is principally due to its dura- 
bility, smooth finish and low price. 

In order to increase the quantity as well as the quality 
of the production, it. would, according to the opinion of 
the Austrian Consul, be necessary to introduce machinery 
for the work now being done by hand. Articles made 
from paper form a considerable part of the exportation. 
In spite of the large exportation the importation is also 
increasing yearly. 


The Howard Lockwood & Co.’s Property Sold. 


The property of Howard Lockwood & Company, a 
corporation, which formerly carried on a printing business 
at 143 Bleecker street, New York, was sold at auction on 
Tuesday. This is the company which has been confused 
by some with the Howard Lockwood Publishing Com- 
pany, which formerly owned Tue Paper Trape JOURNAL.

UNION BAG AND PAPER COMPANY. 


The Directors of the Company Hold Hold Their Regular Quarterly 
Meeting—The Prices of Bags Advanced to Meet 
Advances Made in Paper. 


The directors of the Union Bag and Paper Company 
held their regular quarterly meeting at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel last Thursday, Dec. 7. After the meeting Luke G. 
Fisher, president of the company, said to a representative 
of Tue Paper Trape Journat: “We have declared the 
usual 134 per cent. quarterly dividend on the preferred 
stock and have voted to advance prices enough to partially 
cover the greatly increased cost of our raw materials. The 
Union Bag and Paper Company, in common with other 
paper manufacturing concerns, finds itself much hampered 
on account of the present adverse conditions in the trade. 
Paper of all grades is very high and scarce. To meet this 
greatly increased cost of manufacture we have decided to 
ask more for our goods. Still the advances we have so 
far made do not leave us in as good a position as we were 
in last summer. The industry is in a worse condition te- 
day than it has been in my experience and that dates back 
to 1871. What we are coming to is more than I can fore- 
see. In the East I understand that the streams are run- 
ning very low. Out West we have considerable water, but 
we cannot get stock. Altogether the paper business is in 
a bad way. I do not look for much improvement till next 
spring.” 

When asked about dividénds on the common stock oi 
the company, Mr. Fisher said: “We have decided to be 
conservative and are putting by a surplus. We have 
money enough to pay dividends on the common, but we 
do not think it good policy to do so at present.”

Tarred felts have increased the $2 a ton recently pro- 
phesied, and are now selling from $38 to $43 for slaters’ 
brands. C. S. Garrett & Sons have succeeded in taking an 
order for 1,000 tons, being a part of the 6,000 tons for 
which a Western dealer recently visited the local market. 
Whether he succeeded in securing the remaining 5,000 
tons is not known.
